NEBRASKA AND KAXS.\S TFlftllTOUlflS. 

The House here look up the re-iolutlons offer- 
ed by Mr. BATES some day since, in reference 
to the doctrine of non-intervention on the part 
ol the Fe*leral Govt-rnmeiit in the question of 
slavery in the territories, and in approval of the 
bill now pemiing before tlie Senate of llie L’nile*! 
Smtes organizing the territories of Nebraska and 
Kansas. 

Air. AU)REtIE.\D offered the following asub- 
stitute for tin* resolutions of Air. B. 

V\ hereas. The Congress of the United States 
have m>w under consideration a bill organizing 
temporary governments for the Icrriluries of 
Nebraska ami Kaii.sa->, in wliicli is conuiined a 
clause repealing the restriction of slavery which 
was impo.scd by the bth section of lire act pre- 
paratory to the admission of AliS'oun as a Slate 
into Die Union; and whereas Kentucky feels a 
deep ami abiiling iiiu-rot in a )>roposition S4i 
consistent with the equal rights ot all the States 
—therefore 

1 . Resolved hy the General Assembly of ihe Com 
mimweaith uf Keniacky, 1 lial while llie people of 
this State, from their Known *!cvotion to liiecon* 
cord ami harmony whicii ought to prevail among 
Slates bedonging t*» the same Federal Union, 
have ever iiiaiiilestc*! their willingness to acqui- 
c'ce ami abide by what is called the Mi.ssouri 
Oornproinise, we feel it to he an imperious duty 
t*j express our solemn conviction that the restric- 
tion of slavery ilicreby imposed w:w ii* dert^ga 
tioii of the just rights uf a part of llie Slates, and 
if not a violation of the letter of the constitution, 
in contiict with the gems ami spirit of <»ur gov- 
ernment. 

2. That we hold it a fundamental principle of 
republican government, ami an inherent right 
inseparably attached to popular sovereignly, 
that the p**ople alone in all territories, wJkij 
they f*>rui their State constitution, have the ex- 
clusive po\^er lo decide fi*r themselves whctlicr 
they shall or shall mil have domestic slavery. 

3. That the Federal Government is one of lim- 
ilc‘l p«)\vt-rs, and we deny that lyiy power hae 
been either expressly or by implication delegate*! 
to it lo presenbe what sh dl or shall not be prop 
erty oillier. in the lcrrilori**s or elsewhere, ami we 
solemnly prole.st against a common governineiil 
for all the Stales assuming or inainiaiiiing an 
attitude of hoslilily to the properly of a part of 
the Slates. 

4. 'riiat the existing restriction, of slavery 
North of the parallel of latitmle of 3G *lcg. 33 
niiii. in the lerriit*ry acquired from France, is 
Kltogeihcr inconsistent wuli the foreg«»mg priii 
eipltts, and a *lcparture from the ir*ie lln-orv 
wiiieli ought to prevail in the esiablislmient o*f 
the giivernmeiits in question, as well as all other 
territorial goverumeois.
